REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In response the examiner's concern regarding the claimed process of growing 
olefin polymer particles between the catalyst support and the skin layer, applicants 
provided Galli at al., "The Reactor for Granule-a Unique Technology for the Production 
of a New Generation of Polymer Blends", Society of Plastics Engineers, Polyolefins VII 
international Conference, Houston, Texas, February 24-27, 1991, which discloses that 
multilayer olefin polymer particles are prepared polymerizing olefin between a Ziegler 
catalyst particle and an olefin skin layers formed on the surface of the Ziegler catalyst 
particle. While Galli generically disclosed the preparation multilayered olefin polymer 
particles in the presence of a Ziegler catalyst, Galli does not teach or reasonably 
suggest preparation of propylene copolymer trilayer particles having the properties of 
the instant claims. It is noted that the multilayered propylene copolymer particles of the 
instant claims are prepared in the presence of a metallocene catalyst, and applicants 
further provided Comparative Example 3 as listed in Table 1 that the propylene 
copolymer particles prepared by a Ziegler catalyst does not satisfy the decane solubility 
limitation of the instant claims. In view of the foregoing, the instant claims are deemed 
to be nonobvious and novel over Galli, and are in the condition for allowance.
